DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on December 10, 2003 has been entered. 

Inventorship 

2. In view of the papers filed on December 10, 2003, the inventorship in this nonprovisional 
application has been changed by the deletion of Hidekazu HATTORI. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) for 
issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of the file jacket and PTO PALM data to 
reflect the inventorship as corrected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8 and31-38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination a piezoelectric device 
wherein the components of the lead zirco-titanate composition are adjusted so that a relation 
d(0.1Ec)/d(1.2Ec)>0.43 is established (Claims 1 and 31); the change ratio of displacement of 9% 
or below when the frequency of the voltage is changed from 1Hz to 200Hz (Claims 3, 31) or the 
components of the lead zirco-titanate composition being adjusted so that the displacement

increases with the rise of temperature between the range of -40°-150°C (Claims 5, 35). 
Therefore, the limitations contained on claims 1-8 and 31-38 are considered to be in condition of 
allowance.
